The terrible excitement that was raging In the 
city on Sunday and Monday has at last reached a 
pause. Everybody whom one 
meets has an 
appearance of calmness and composure which 
seems In comparison very singular and almost un­ 
natural. Although the minds of the citizens have 
not yet recovered fUUy from the shock of tbe great 
calamity they seem now to be stunned Into a 
strange quiet by tbe magnitude and intensity of 
the terror and horror, the remembrance of which 
is Uke that of a mad and distorted dream. Tbe full 
extent of the loss is now beginning to be definitely 
reaUzed, and when this Is done the panic wUl In aU 
probabUi^ be renewed and wUl mount to its 
highest pitch. The dreadfhl view of thousands of 
individuals within and without the circle of tbe 
hideous fire wUl be terribly apparent. 
PBOFrxBS o r hbut a rb rotmiRo ur 
from aU parts of tbe country, and this event 
promises to call fOrth greater exhibitions of 
sympathy and generosity than even the devasta- 
Uon of Chicago, which was more terrible in the 
destruction of human Uves and of human hablta- 
ttons. People at a distance seem more able to 
fblly picture to themselves tbe sad results of tbe 
loss of so many mUUons to those Immediately Inter­ 
ested, and that need of succor which here is not 
yet felt in aU Its intense significance. The vision 
ofthe fiery tempest Just past is too palpably pres- 
eat to admit yet of a genuine sense of the duUer 
pains of grief and want which, soon enough, wUi 
follow on its track of ruin and ashes. 
Tho munici­ 
pal officers, however, seem fully 
AROCSBD TO TBB BXI0BR0IB8 OF THB HOHBMT, 
and are engaged in planning the best and most 
proper means for aUeviatlng thesuflbrlng and ruin. 
Evidently they have gone about tbe work with the 
most praiseworthy energy. 
TO-day a t eleven o’clock I walked through the 
shifting and eager throng that flUs Court square 
hourly to the door of the City HaU, where I passed 
several groups ofm U ltaryand poUce officers en 
duty. The yard had been made a bivouac fOr two 
nights by the detachment of mltttla that has been 
kept here on guard through the whole time of ex- 
cltement and danger. I mounted tbe main stair­ 
way, which, together with tbe corridors. Is peopled 
with negro sentries and walked along the crowded 
bans. Anns are stacked on the mosaic pavement 
and the scene impresses one with a recoUectton of 
the time ot battle and siege. The oouncU room of the 
city fathers was lUled with offictals and many of the 
aldermen, who were discussing the one subject which 
Is now paramount even to that of the horrors of 
the fire—tbe means of resuscitating the prostrated 
business of Boston. 
Mayor Gaston was seated In his private room re­ 
ceiving visitors as rapidly as possible, and 1 soon 
engaged him in conversation and remained as 
long as tue time at his disposal would permit. Tbe 
Mayor’s secretary was meanwhUe busy 
RBADINO ARD ARSTMBIRO TBLSaBAMS 
Which are constantly received from other cities,, 
and which contained oMvs ef relief tor the busi­ 
ness men and the mined fhmllies of burned Boston. 
In response to my qnesUon, “What are tho meas­ 
ures which you propose to take after tbe conse- 
quenoes of the fire?” he sa ld :- 
“The first step has been to call a public mass 
meeting la Tremont Temple to-dar; but owing to 
some mistake in the advertUlng it wUl not now be 
held nntu twelve o’clock to-morrow.” 
“What wlU be done at this meeting?” 
“ We shau pass resolutions favoring a special ses­ 
sion of the LeglsUture, asking them to grant us 
authority to give the d ty credit to Individuals who 
are great losers, to enable them to re-erect the 
bnUdings destroyed or to occupy tbe stores In tbe 
burnt district which are not entirely m ined.” 
“I suppose the burned region wUl be built up 
somewhat dlffierentiy than it was before tbe fire?” 
“Undoubtediy. 
,WB SHALL ASK THB LBOISLATCRB 
to provide for new street improvements, so as to 
greatly better the topography of the city,” 
“The loss to the holders of Insurance risks must 
be such as to break down many corporations, Is it 
not ?” 
”It wlU m ln many of our local companies and 
greatly cripple others In adjoining States. 
We 
shall also ask for leglsiaUon to render aid to these 
to meet their llaUlltiea If most of them can pay

But mln tor some 
is now inevitable, although the generosity of our 
su ter dtles is already beginning to astonish na. 
Chicago sends us promise of about $300,000 
already; and we have similar messages, propor­ 
tionate in their value, of good cheer from Phila- 
delphla, Pittsburg, 
Providence, Cincinnati and 
hundreds of other dtles and towns. The humanity 
of this age among the classes higher in morality la 
strangely contrasted with the brataUty among the 
lower ones, and this la a fhct which was brought 
out in sad prominence In the present Instance. The 
BOWDI^p, CirrrBROATS, tribvbs aro basoalb 
of aU tbe festering spots of crime in our vicinity 
have flocked around us like hyenas, who laugh over 
the dead corpses which they devour in tbe desert 
when the storm has swept by with death-deaUng 
breath. 
“What do you suppose la the number of danger­ 
ous persons who have visited Boston since the be­ 
ginning Of the fire r* 
“We can tell little about it except from reports, 
many of which, I think, are exaggerated. I do not 
believe there were ft,ooo here, as was stated by 
some of tbe press, but there were probably several 
hundreds. They were a very ugly crowd, indeed, 
and but for tbe strong preoantlons that were taken 
last night by the soldiery and the poUoe I do not 
think we should have escaped having a good many 
burglaries and fresh sets of incendiarism.” 
“What do you think of the manner in which the 
poUoe and tne mlUtary have managed the fire ?” 
“They could not have performed their duty better 
and with nobler pertinacity and courage. We have 
been promptly supplied With rolaforoementa from 
other cities, and thej have fought the flames side 
by side with our own men in tbe worst of tbe con­ 
flagration, and have endured the terrible fatigue 
with a

“Do yon think there will be as many cases of ab­ 
solute ruin among the bnsiness men as there wui 
be of partial financial disablement ?” 
“No, I do not. In about a year I think the burnt 
district will be nearly aU rebuUt. The streota, if 
the Legislature compUos with our desire, wUl be 
laid out stralghter and wider, and eventually Boo- 
son WUl be much botlor off than betore she was 
visited by this scourge of fire. It wUl, however, 
take moro than a year, or ten years, tor the d ty to 
recover the shock.” 
“Do you apprehend any fresh outbreak of the 
fire now?” 
“N a 1 do not, although the danger ooeaslonod by 
the presence here of such a large number of thieves 
IS something which may cause u more trouble yet. 
I have received numerous reports of attempts to 
fire Uo dty at dlltoroat polata wme of wnieh most, 
I think, be false, and others I credit.

Among the many reaaous given for the fearful 
conflagration of Saturday ntaht the one yon wlU 
mostfreqoently hear of In Boston la the reputed 
demoraUsatton of the Fire Department and the 
lack of Judgment shown by ChlerEngineer 8. Dam- 
reu in withdrawing for several days past the horses 
from the engines and having them worked by 
hand. 
Numerous charges have been brought 
aga nst tbe Chief, which are not confined to Indi­ 
vidúala they having found utterance In a number 
of prominent pm ers this morning, which openly 
assert that If tbe Fire Department bad been prop­ 
erly managed the fire would have been confined to 
the building In which It first broke out. Tho 
most contradictory rumors In connection with 
this phase of tbe disaster are floating around. Our 
gentleman named Hartshorn, with whom I con-

General 
B urt the Postmaster, claims that had it not been 
for him a similar calamity would have ensued, and 
Mayor Gaston, last of all. says he was the man 
whose advice preserved so large a portion of the 
city.

imagined. Among other causes which oontributed 
to the work of destruction was the large number of 
Mansard roeto in the burned district. Tbe bouses 
were all high, most of them six stories, and they 
were supposed to be fire proof, but the tinder 
boxes on the top offered no protection against the 
sea of Are and they ignited like wooden boxes. 
In order to gather some deflnito information 
relative to the state of the Fire Department I 
made my way this morning through a platoon of 
negro soldiers who guarded tho approaches to the 
City Hall, and gained an entrance to the

In referring to some of 
the hotels, dwellings, asylums, Ac., of New York 
the reports says th a t “ these tups arc nothing less 
than huge tm dcr boxes.”

To THB E ditor op th e H era ld;— 
The history of th e th ree g reat Area th at have oc­ 
curred in the United S tates during the p ast few 
y e a n —viz., P ortland, Chicago and B osto n -rev eals 
this fact for the serious consideration of all who 
seek true indem nity ag ain st loss by fire, which is, 
th at small com panies, of $200,000 and $300,000 capi­ 
tal, do not offer sufficient g u aran tee against loss that 
any prudent business m an or others connected with 
him through com m ercial relations gbould aoccpt. 
Many, whose nroperty was destroyed by these 
g reat fires, are to-day hopelessly b au k ru p t through 
the inability ol com panies in which they placed 
their insurance to m eet their losses. 
The reason 
of this and the rem edy, to my m ind, seem clear. 
We will take, for instance, Chicago. 
How m any 
com panies of sm all capital found them selves in­ 
volved after th at disaster ten tim es the am ount of 
their capital stock f 
But, it may be .said, th at such extensive confia- 
grattons are rare, an d , ordinarily, the danger of 
this inability to m eet losses does not occur. True, 
but they do occur, and scarcely one year has passed 
since Boston followed in the w ake of Chicago. 
Agents naturally seek all the buslucss they can 
find, as on th e am ount they obtain depends the 
ratio of th eir income. 
They may be governed by 
the ordinary rules of underwriUng, by not carrying 
too hcavv lines on one block, but, as evidenced 
in the fires alluded 
to,

CUSTOM HOUSE AFFAIRS, 
TKe Effect of tlso Boston Flro on tlie 
Wool Nsrlset—Slx UUlion Pounds of 
This Stsiple In Bond—Immense Adrnnee 
in the Prlee of Leather. 
Tho g reat oonfiagratlon a t Boston has had its 
effect on the Custom House by m aking the bnslness 
of “ w ithdraw al from bond” som ew hat livelier. The 
wool m ark et especially was m ade very active, 
ow ing to th e com plete annltUlation of th at staple 
article by the fire. From caroiully p repared statis­ 
tics on file in the Auditorjs division of the Custom 
House, it appears th at tbe stock of raw uam anu- 
factored wool in bond and available for im m ediate 
use Is about six million pounds, including grades of 
all kinds. The enlianced value of this m orohandlae 
since the p ast forty-eight hours is no less th an from 
ten to tw enty per cent. 
The sam e m ay be said of leather. Not only have 
skins advanced largely in price, but 
Im ported 
m estlo stock has gone up in proportion. Im porters

EXPENSIVE BAOUAGE BURNED UP.

No. 188. United States vs. Powell and Hilde­ 
brand and Others.—Error to the Circuit Court for 
the Middle District of Tennessee.—The government 
brought suit on distillers bonds to collect for salaries 
of storekeepers In charge of bonded warehouses. 
The dcfeuce was that such expenses did not de­ 
volve on the warehousemen at the date of the 
bonds, but that they were Imposed by a Joint reso­ 
lution subsequently passed. 'Tlie Court below sus­ 
tained the objectlou token, and tbe verdict was for 
the defendants. 
This Court now reverses that Judgment, bolding 
that the bond Is for the faithful performance of any 
duty by the principal therein which may be 1m

plates the additional duty subsequently required 
posed 
law, and consequently that It contem-

Mr. Justice Clifford delivered the opinion. 
No. 202. TTimer vs. Smith—Appeal from the 
Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia.—The malu 
question In this case Is whether a sale under the 
act for tho collection of direct taxes In the Insur­ 
rectionary districts in disposing of the fee of tho 
lands also concludes a rent charge thereon. Tlie 
apoelleo bad such a charge upon premises In Alex­ 
andria at the commencement of the war, and. 
Joining the insurgents, the property waa sold In 
accordance with the provisions of the act, and 
Turner was the purchaser. The Court below sus­ 
tained tne claim of the appellee to the rent charge, 
and the Judgment waa in hla favor. This Conrt find 
that the sale waa valid, and that being so, the rent 
charge was cut off and destroyed t>y It. Judgment 
reversed and cause remanded. Mr. Justice Miller 
delivered the opinion. 
No. 196. Cross vB. United States—Appeal from the 
Court of Claims.-This was a claim under a lease 
to the government of certain property In San 
Francisco to collect arrears tor rent. The plaintiff 
claimed as assignee, and In a former suit the 
Court of Claims round a defect in the transfer and 
tho Judgment was for tho government. Congress, 
being applied to for the relief of Cross, autborizea 
the Court of Claims, If they found the equity to bo 
in Cross, to enter Judgment for the amount of rent 
found to be due, notwithstanding tbe defect in tho 
lease. 
Judgment was subsequently so entered, 
and this suit was afterwards brouglit to col­

the Court 
held that the action of Congress referred to tho 
former suit merely, and that it had exhausted the 
authority conferred by congress by the Judgment 
rendered in that suit.

**No.°m. Fowler vs. Rolfe et al— Appeal from tho 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia.-This 
was a proceeding by attachment to enforce a lien 
for rent against chattels found on the premises 
which had been twice sold without notice to the 
purchaser of any arrears for rent. The Court sus­ 
tained the claim for hts arrears as against the 
tenant In possession, holding that the statute 
authorized the prouecdiug notwithstanding the 
sales and transfers to different tenants, and this 
Court affirms that decree. Mr. Justice Clifford de­ 
livered the opinion. 
No. 180. Dlrst vs. Morris—Error to tho Circuit 
Court for the Northern district of IlUnots.—This 
was an action of ejectment to oust the vendee of 
the government from certain land purchased by 
him at a foreclosure sale In a suit by the govern­ 
ment to foreclose a mortgage held as secnrtty for 
certain Indebtedness of one Russell. 
The claimant 
set up a title based on the equity ot redemption 
sold by Russell; the claim being that, as tbe parties 
purchasing from Russell had not been made de­ 
fendants in the action, tho government did not 
take a good title by the foreclosure proceedings, 
and that. consMuently, the defendant did not have 
a valid title. 
The Judgment was for the defendant 
lielow, and It 1s here affirmed. Mr. Jnstlco Bradley 
delivered the opinion. 
No. 181. Collins vs. RIms—Error to the Circuit 
Court for tho Northern District of Illinois,-This 
action was precisely the same on the main ques­ 
tions as the one preceding It, and was disposed of 
by the decision therein delivered by Mr. Justice 
Bradley. 
No. 175. Jenkins vs. McClellsne.—Error to Circuit 
Court for Northern District ol Illinois. 
No. 183. Waterman vs. United States.-E rror to 
the Circuit Court for the Northern District of Illi­ 
nois; and 
No. 191. Douglass vs. Corcoran A Riggs.—Appeal 
from the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia.

Father Tom Burke lost evening gave, at the 
Academy of Music, tbe first oi his series of lectures 
on Irish history, In reply to those recently delivered 
by Mr. Froude. There was an immense audience 
that flUed every part oí the building. The enthu­ 
siasm evoked was far greater than wus caUed forth 
by the English historian, aud the treatm ent of the 
subject was certainly In a much more lively and 
entertaining vein. The special topic of last night’s 
discourse was “The Normans In Ireland,” and It 
covered the same period aa was embraced In Mr. 
Fronde’s opening lecture. 
Father Burke, dressed In his Dominican habit, 
came upon the platform at about a quarter past 
eight o’clock, and was received with an ovation of 
applause and cheers that lasted several minutes, 
aud was again and again renewed. As soon as tho 
audience settled down to serious atteatlou, Father 
Burke advanced to the front of the pL-tfc m. 
HE BEGAN 
his loctnre by saying It was a strange fact that the 
old battle that had been raging for 700 years 
should be oontinued so far away from the old land. 
I'he qncstlon he was about to discuss had been 
disputed at many a council board and In many a 
Parliament and on many a bar 1 fought field, and 
was not decided yet—the question between Eng­ 
land and Ireland. Mr. Fronde had frankly stated 
that he had come here to deal with this Irish 
question from an English standpoint, and, like a 
true man, Ue had made out fie best cose ho could 
tor his own country. He had asked tho American 
public to agree with him that tho Irish had. In­ 
deed, been badly treated, but that they had only 
GOT WHAT THBT DESSEVED. 
It ip true, eald he, that we EngUsh have robbed 
andmlsgcvcmed and persecuted them; but then 
they would have b<*cn worse off If we had let them 
alone. If that excuse wore valid not a criminal 
to-day in jaU could be Jostly kept in custody, since 
the C'onqnest Mr. Froude claimed that English 
legislation.

It 
had 
not 
been 
always 
tender, 
had 
been 
iu 
Intention 
at 
least 
beneficent, 
while 
the 
Irish 
bad 
never 
understood their own Interests or knew what was 
best for them. He had also said that what bad 
been tho fate ot the Irish In the past would be their 
lot In tho future. When Mr, Froude came hero 
many persons had asked what was his motive. 
Some had supposed him an emissary of tbe Eng­ 
Ush government, which bad begun to fear the ris­ 
ing inffuence In this country of the eight millions 
of Irishmen now among us. According to such 
persons England wanted now to check American 
sympathy lor their Irish fellow citizens, and there- 
fore sent here a learned man, with an extra­ 
ordinary talent for arranffing tocts so as to make 
them Bliow whatever he wished, which In this case 
was mainly what an Impracticable, accursed race 
tbe Irish were. Others said England waa every 
year growing weaker, and she was plainly In tho 
last stages of national decay. She had lost her 
great 
ally 
In 
France; 
her army was very 
weak; 
her 
navy 
was 
Inferior 
to 
that 
of 
at least 
one 
other 
Power, 
and 
her 
people were discontented. Therelore, said these 
people, England wanted to form an American alU- 
ance. Yet, again, others bad said that Mr. Froude 
had come here ou the Invitation of a small aect of 
sectarian bigots. Ue (Burke), however, protested 
that he liad never given these saggestlona a mo- 
m eufs attention. He was wDUng to give Mr. 
Froude credit for 
TUE niQBBST MOTTVRS, 
and he believed him Incapable of anything base 
or mean or sordid. Uls own motives (Mr. Burke’s; 
might, perhaps, also bo misunderstood unless he 
clearly deflued his position. Jnst as Mr. Fronde 
had been suspected of being an agent of tbe British 
government, so ho might perhaps be accused of 
being simply an emissary of revolution. But he 
came to-night to vindicate tho honor of Ireland In 
her history; he came to show that at no time 
Bhonld tho mother be left without a defender in 
one of the s.ms that she had borne. Mr. Froude 
was unUt to discuas Irish affairs, bccan.se he con­ 
fessed that he nad no hope for the future of Ireland 
aud had given np the task of finding a remedy for 
present evils and grievances as a bud Job. He had 
said la an article he had written not many years 
ago that the end wonld probably be that the Irish 
would eltlier have to be banished or coerced. Such 
a mau ought not tóceme to America to cast the 
nOEOSOOPB OP IBRLAND’a tlTTniB. 
Another cause why ho was unfit to discuss the 
future of Ireland was that he despised Irislimen. 
This was tho sin of nearly every Kngllshman. He 
had known gentle, amiable Eugliahmeu, who would 
not wlliully do wrong to any one, and yet he had 
seen such men in a thousand silent ways manifest 
their contempt for tbe Irish race. Ills desire In 
stating this was not to stir np lU-wlll, bnt simply 
because it was tire secret of the antipathy tliat now 
existed between the two peoples. 
Mr. Froude, 
who waa himself incapable of an ungenerous sen­ 
timent towards any one or about auythlog, was a 
standing example of this feeling. Not many years 
ago he had told Scotchmen that the Reformation 
and John Knox were the Influoncc» that had made 
the scotch character so grand and noble, and 
In tho same speech, by way 
of 
apology lor 
speaking of Scotclimeo at all, he had stated that 
no man could understand a people unless he was 
hlmseir one of them. But this learued gentleman 
had made no such apology In speaking of the Irish. 
He boldly took up his subject and held Irishmen np 
as an immoral, iuwle.ss race, without one word of 
In 
excuse to the irían In America. In one of hin books 
ho ha<l said, “They may be good at tho voting 
'booths, but were of no good with tho rifle.” Ho 
had compared the Irish to 
A PACK OP HOUNDS, 
__________ m would only result 1________ 
each other to pieces. Finally, Mr. P'roude was 
to treat Irish history because of his hatred and de­ 
testation of the Romish Uhnrch. Ho had spoken of 
her as an old serpent and a witch of Kndor. He 
had held her responsible tor the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew, and for almost every other murder 
that had been committed. The gentlemen even who 
had received him In New York bad given him to 
understand 
that they did not accept aim as 
nn Imoartlal authority In ah matters. Not that he 
(Burke) would accuse Mr. Froude of wilfully telling 
a lie, but his mind was distorted by prejudice. A 
citizen of Brooklyn had recently convicted him of 
a misquotation, and had said, with much meaning, 
that he “did not know the meaning of Inverted 
commas.” 
Mr. Fronde had represented Henry the 
Eighth 
as 
a chaste, 
good 
man—so 
good 
that even the Protestants of England had cried 
out, 
“Mr. 
Froude, 
you 
have 
mistaken 
your 
man.”

If It were true, as the lying Norman 
ohronlciers had eald, that Irishmen were then a 
besual, Incestuous people, this king could have 
retorted that ho bad as good a right to be a black­ 
guard as the rest ol tho world. Mr, Froude bad 
said that the Normans had come to Ireland to

But It was admitted that the Normans did not owg 
au Inch ol soil in Ireland, aud they robbed the 
Irish of all of it.

Although no person would attribute to 
President Grant the character of a politician, 
in the general acceptance of the term, he has 
nevertheless certain qualities whioh supply 
the place of politioal experieuoe and sagacity, 
and enable him to meet politioal strategu^ 
without disadvantage on their own battte- 
ground. The country had evidence of this 
during the last months of the rebellion, when 
the Union leader firmly and successfully 
resisted that unwise interference of the 
Washington politioians with the army in the 
field whioh had served to prolong the war and 
had so frequently brought disaster upon our 
anus. It was shown in his effective rebuke 
of the same intermeddlers when they proposed 
to ignore the parole extended to General Lee 
and his officers, audio arraign them a« crim­ 
inals in a court of justice; in bis flnnou» 
report on the acceptance of the situation 
by the Southern whites; in his protest 
against the immediate enfranchisement of 
four millions of ignorant freedmen in the 
South, and in bis general recommendations to 
Congress in the early part of his civil career. 
We have confidence, therefore, that President 
Grant will fully comprehend the lesson of his 
recent magnificent victory at the polls, end 
will appreciate the suggestions offered by the 
independent press in regnrd to the future 
policy of bis admiaístratíon. 
His natural 
shrewdness will enable him to detect at once 
the object of those politioians who are already 
combating the idea that the election was won 
on the personal merits of the loader of the 
Union armies, and claiming the result as due 
to republicanism alone. They desire to retain 
in power for another four years the “rings” 
which for the past two or three years have re­ 
volved about the Presidential office, borrowing 
from it their light and life. But the very argu­ 
ments which their stipendiary organs advance 
in support of this theory effectually destroy it 
The republican nominees for local and State 
officers, they say, run nearly or quite up to the 
Presidential tioket and from this they reason 
that republioanism alone elected General 
Grant In every State in the Union, we be­ 
lieve, the Presidential ticket will be found 
fihead of 
the 
State ticket, 
and hence 
the conclusion is irresistible that General 
Grant dragged the local candidates after him 
to victory through the strength of his own 
name. Indeed, in the cose of the defeat oi 
Judge Settle, in North Carolina, the President 
of (he Republican Convention, we have a 
proof that without Grant republicanism was 
powerless. Had the North Carolina State 
election been held in November Judge Settle 
would have been carried to success in the 
wake of the Presidential ticket. The State 
votes in Indiana, Pennsylvania and other 
States which held their local elections before 
November, as compared with their Presi­ 
dential votes, are positive evidence that the 
personal merits and popularity of the Nation’s 
Soldier were the kéy to the recent victory, and 
that the President saved 
republicanism, 
instead of republicanism saving the President. 
General Grant is quite politician enough to 
gra.sp these points, and when an English- 
edited organ of the “Ring,” which knows 
little about America or Americans, impudently 
tells the conqueror of the rebellion that he 
would be “as unceremoniously dropped by 
the people” if he should “turn traitor to his 
party” as were “Sumner, Schurz, Trumbull 
or Greeley,” General Grant will understand 
that it is only a threat uttered to remind him 
that he is expected to renew the lease of power 
of those who claim to represent the republican 
party and who have surrounded his adminis­ 
tration during his present term of office. 
The H e r a l d has already insisted upon Gen­ 
eral Grant’s independence of these scheming 
politicians and of the Hessians who draw 
rations from them, and has called upon him 
to shape the future policy of his administra­ 
tion in accordance with the evident sentiments 
of the people, whose President be can now 
emphatically claim to be. When the republi­ 
can party was demoralized and shattered he 
was taken up on the shoulders of his country­ 
men and carried to triumph over all parties 
and combinations. 
The very organ which 
now impertinently tells him that he had no 
strength apart from republicanism was a few 
weeks ago pleading with “honest democrats,” 
the “commercial interests,” the “independ- 
entmasses,” the “brave soldiers,” the “intel­ 
ligent Germans,” and every conceivable power 
in the canvass, to give their votes to the repub­ 
lican candidates “independent of politics.” 
The appeal was answered, and General Grant 
will enter upon his new term of office 
as 
a 
President 
chosen 
on 
his 
own 
merita alone; as a Piesident in whom the 
great body of the American people have per­ 
sonally reposed confidence. He will have 
before him an opportnnity such as no former 
Chief Magistrate ever enjoyed to render his 
name as famous in peace as it already is in 
war. Striking off the trammels of party, he 
can pursue a p o p i^ policy, that will place 
our government in a higher position than it 
has ever before occupied, both at home and 
among the nations of the world. The settle- 
ment of the Sonthem question on a broad, 
generons basis of constitutional freedom for 
every State in the Union, leaving the negro 
problem, like every other, to be solved by local 
laws and local interests, wiU raise him in 
the Sonth almost to 
the level of the 
Father of his Country. He will at least take 
the position of the guardian and preserver of 
the liberties of an important section of the 
Union. The settlement of the Cuban qnestion 
on a basis of humanity and freedom will raise 
the nation in the estimation of all foreign 
Powers, and wülj«ic^ them the^xtent of the 
influence and strength of "tie ReptibUc. A 
complete change in the Cabinet will of course 
be a necessary step in this patriotic pro- 
gramme, and minor reform», such as the 
purification of the civil service, the protec­ 
tion of the shipping Interests, and a general 
improvement in our foreign policy, wül follow 
naturally in its wake. But the two now un- 
sightly blocks cmt of which President Grant 
ean carve if he wiU a magnificent monument 
to his own glory and the glory of his country 
are the oppressed Southern States and en­ 
slaved CuIm. 
If the people of the United States had no 
other cause for «ympathy with those who for 
more than fonr years have been fighting the 
battle of independence in Cuba, a sufficient 
one would be found in the fact that upon the 
final sucoem of the revolutionists depends the 
couUuoance or the aboUtion of human servi- 


tada on the island. The Cuban Bepublio 
msana freedom for the slave; the enforce- 
meiii of Spanish role means his continued 
bondage. At an immense saorifioe of blood 
and treasure, endangering at one time the life 
of the Union, the American people wiped out 
the Mot of eUvery from their oonetitution for- 
ever. The hideous form of the wrong is no 
longer seen at our own flreeidee, but while it 
exitainCnba it etiU hongs about our gatee 
to our scandal and aversion. We feel that 
in a moral point of view onr duty is not ful­ 
filled and the cost of our terrible war is not 
requited, so long as the fetters of the slave are 
worn by human beings on an island lying 
in our own waters and within roach of onr 
hands. The exploded cant of non-interference 
with the affairs of other nations does not 
cxonse us for soffcring a continuance of the 
rnproaoli. Slavery in Cuba means slavery in 
its most aggravated and repulsive aspect It 
means all the horrors of the Rod River 
and the Florida swamps extended over the 
whole island. 
The census of 1862 shows 
that the 
population of Cuba comprised 
seven hundred and sixty-four thousand whites 
and five hundred and ninety-four thousand 
blacks, of whom nearly four hundred thou­ 
sand were slavos. With a colored population 
numbering nearly one-half—over threo-sav- 
onths—of the inhabitants of the whole island, 
and with two-thirds of these hold in bondage, 
it can readily be understood that terrorism 
and brutality must be depended upon to sup­ 
ply the place of physical superiority In enforc­ 
ing obedience to the master. The whipping­ 
post, the bloodhound, the revolver, even the 
fagot and the stake are the means by whioh 
the right of property in man is enforced, 
while our government stands idly by, and the 
republican party, built up on the basis of 
freedom for the slave and pushing abolition at 
home to the extremity of a cruel civil war, 
shuts its oyes to the horror, and wreathes its 
Ups in civil smiles for the blood-stained 
tyrants of an effete and bastard monarchy. 
There are two methods by which the Ameri­ 
can government can be instrumental in secur­ 
ing the abolition of slavery in Ciiba: the one 
by aiding the people of the islond to secure 
the independence for which they have so long 
been battling single-handed; the other by 
oompolliug the emancipation of the slaves by 
the Spanish govommenk The first we believe 
to be the true mission of General Grant if his 
administration is to fulfil the hopes and expec­ 
tations of the_ people who have elected him, 
and to make Its mark In Uving brilliancy on 
the history of the world. The Cuban patriots, 
from the earliest period of their present strug­ 
gle, have adopted universal freedom as their 
slogan. In the declaration of independence, 
made in October, 18C8, at the first rising at 
ManzaniUo, the then handful of insurgents de­ 
clared in favor of the emancipation of the 
slaves, with indemnification to the ovmers, and 
demanded “a religious regard for the inaUon- 
ahle rights of man as the basis of freedom 
and national greatness.” In December, 1868, 
Carlos Manuel Cespodes, then Captain General 
of the Eastern Division for the provisional 
government, issued a proclamation declaring 
the absolute emancipation of thd slaves in that 
division on behalf of the independent gov­ 
ernment, which “having been proclaimed in 
the name of liberty,” could have no part with 
human bondage. 
Shortly afterwards the mil­ 
itary authorities of the revolutionary army 
decreed the abolition of slavery within their 
lines. Early in March, 1869, the Revolution­ 
ary Assembly of Representatives for the Cen­ 
tral Department issued a decree absolutely 
abolishing slavery, providing for the future 
indemnification of 
patriot 
owners, 
and 
leaving the freedmen at liberty to become sol­ 
diers or to remain oultivators of the soil, as 
they might desire. At a later date, in April, 
1869, the oonstitution adopted by the Consti­ 
tutional Convention, and approved by the 
Cuban Congress at Guimaro, the provisional 
capital of the RepnbUc, confirmed and finally 
established aboUtion, and declared in one of 
its articles “All the inhabitants of the Repub- 
Uo of Cuba are absolutely free.” That this 
action was not taken on the ground of expe­ 
diency alone is sufficiently proved by the 
voluntary emancipation of their slaves, with­ 
out compensation, by a large number of the 
most wealthy 
revolutionists. 
One after 
another they proved their devotion to the 
cause of universal liberty by giving freedom 
to those 
they had themselves hold in 
bondage. Only recently the Spanish Minister 
of the Colonies officiaUy announced that “the 
property belonging to Cuban insurgents and 
their sympathizers (including slaves) could 
not, under the Spanii^ constitution, be confis­ 
cated, but must be held until tUe close of the 
war.” Whereupon M. de Aljama, one of tie 
leading revolutionists, whose slaves, number­ 
ing some three thousand, had been seized, 
has sent in to the Spanish Cortes, through the 
abolition societies of Europe, a deed of 
liberation for the whole of these slaves, 
giving 
them 
their 
unconditional 
free­ 
dom. 
Thus, both 
by the 
d'creeg of 
their 
government 
and 
by 
tncir own 
voluntary acts, the struggling Cubons have 
proved their sincerity to the principle of lib­ 
erty for all men of all colors. We have not 
spaoe in the present article to show what we 
have done towards securing freedom for the 
Cuban slaves through the action of the Span­ 
ish government, and how little prospect there 
is of accomplishing such a result by peaceful 
diplomacy. We shall examine that branch of 
the subject hereafter, and shall point out the 
means by whioh we may enforce our demands 
upon Spain should itbecoms^mrable to do so. 
At present we desire to direcT the attention of 
President Grant to the fact that independent 
of the approval and without the aid of politioal 
rings he can do much towards freeing the 
slaves in Cuba and giving independence to the 
island at the same time. A friendly attitude 
towards the smuggling patriota—the recogni­ 
tion of their belligerency to wWch four years 
of war entitles ttem—woul<í*píonouñCé Ae 
doom of Spanish rule in the island. 
If 
General Grant is true to himself and to the 
American people, before another Presidential 
election rolls round the last Spanish heel will 
have left its print on a Cuban neck and the 
last fetter will have dropped from the limbs of 
a Cuban slave^______________

The H beald commiarioner in Cuba, as we 
learn by special cable deq»atoh from Havana, 
visited the comp of the insurgent leader 
Agramonte on Thursday last 
He left Vista 
Hermosa acoompanied by two guides and 
without arms on the 9th Instant After travel­ 
ling six miles he fell in with Enrique El 
Americano and other inaargents, who, after 
hearing his story, separated him from bis 
companions and led him alone to the head- 
qnarteiB of Agramonte. 
Three miles in 
advance of the headquarters he met 
a 
picket guard of eight white men 
and 
about 
one 
hundred 
negroes. 
The 
former were dressed only in pantaloons 
and the latter were for the most part inde­ 
pendent of even that article of clothing ; but 
whether for comfort or from necessity does 
not appear. 
At the headquarters our com­ 
missioner was received with some evidences of 
suspicion, the explanation for whioh is said to 
be that the revolutionists did not like the 
prospect of General Grant’s re-election. They 
evidently regard the action of the administra­ 
tion up to the present time as unfriendly to 
their cause, and were looking to advantages 
from a change in the fedeml authorities. 
Although disappointed in this, it is probable 
that they may yet find reason to rejoice at the 
success of General Grant in the light of his 
second term of office. 
The caution of the revolutionists probably 
prevented our oommissioner from gaining any 
full intelligenoa of the movements, condition 
and prospects of Agramonte’s army ; but from 
the picket guard he learned that the horses 
and equipments were in a tair condition, but 
that ammunition was scarce. The food supply 
is ample ; meat vegetables, and oranges and 
lemons in abundance. They have no coffee, 
however, and are compelled to console them­ 
selves with hot water, sweetened with honey, 
as a beverage, which they render pal­ 
atable by bestowing upon it the name 
of “Cuba libre.” No doubt they drink 
in it ooiffusion to the Spaniard and long 
life to the Repiiblio, and naale up In enthu­ 
siasm what their beverage lacks in strength. 
From these few £ac'.s we can form some idea 
of the spirit that animates the brave men 
who have l^en for over fpur years straggling 
for their freedom and holding out thronj'h 
all maimers of trials and sufferings agamst a 
well-organized 
and thoroughly 
equipped 
army. It js 
adversity, 
that^ the fideUty of in en to a cause is tie 
most thoroughly tested. The Cubans deserve 
their independence, and a nation resolved to 
be free cannot be hold in subjugation. The 
further proceedings of our commissioner will 
be watched with interest by the American

THe XllncM ot Mr. Gladatone. 
Fears are entertained that the illness of the 
English Prime Minister may have serious 
results, and considerable nneasiness is felt 
lest fatal resnlts should ensue, in politi­ 
cal circles in London. 
The death of Mr. 
Gladstone at this juncture would be an irre­ 
parable loss to the liberal party in England. 
No man in Parliament oonld take his place in 
carrying out the peaceful, progressive, policy 
that has marked his administration. Although 
not a great or an original thinker, he has the 
quality of adopting the popular ideas of the 
hour and making himself their exponent and 
defender. Beginning life as a Tory Mr. Glad­ 
stone has risen to power in 
advocating 
doctrines that his old conservative allies have 
been accustomed to denounce os revolutionary. 
It is to his credit however, that the constant 
change of his opinions is due to a nature that 
combines strangely sympathy and sternness. 
It would not be, perhaps, just to blame too 
severely the mental organization which adopts 
the 
ideas 
of 
the 
moment 
as 
the 
expression of a popular will 
which it 
is 
the 
duty 
of 
statesmen 
to 
obey. 
This habit of thought has the advantage of 
recognizing the people as superior to the Par­ 
liament and is a tacit recognition that all 
power lies with the people. It is by his efforts 
to apply the liberal theories to the benefit of 
the masses and to reverse the oppressive Eng­ 
lish policy in Ireland that Mr. Gladstone will 
principally be remembered in the future. He 
undoubtedly recognizes that the reign of class 
rule is at au end, and his aim has been to edu­ 
cate the people to the use of the liberties he 
saw could not long be w ith h ^ from toem 
without incurring the danger o f rcvotuSon. 
Like all changes at a critical period it is not 
possible yet to judge whether he has not in­ 
creased instead of lessening the danger he 
sought to avert It is pretty generally con­ 
ceded among political thinkers that the 
present system of government in England 
must undergo radical change, and it remains 
to be seen whether the masses will be content 
to wait the issue of Gladstone's slow process, 
or, feeling their strength, will attempt to seize 
by violence the power that lies within their 
grasp. In either case the present government 
of the aristocratic classes is doomed, and will 
owe its overthrow to no one more directly 
than to that same William Ewart Gladstone, 
whom years ago Macaulay described as “the 
hope of the stem and unbending Tories.”

The full, graphic and reliable doepatchee 
from Boston, whioh have given to the readers 
of the Hmat.i» the earliest and best intelli- 
genoe from the scene of the great calamity 
from the breaking out of the fire up to the 
present moment are continued in our col­ 
umns to-day. They contain more interesting 
details of the events of the fearftil hours when 
the oonflagration raged in aU Ito ftuy, more 
particular accounts of the losses, and bring 
the story of the drama down to the hour when 
all fear ot frirther misfortune had happily 
oeaeed. 
A heaiy rain storm set in at eight 
o’clock last evening, following a day of drlz- 
zUng miet and the welcome visitor speedUy 
quieted the apprehensions of the timid and 
gave reUef to the worn-out watchers of the 
subdued but soaroely 
conquered enemy. 
The bright flames whioh continued to rise 
threateningly from the ruins, as if only 
awaiting a Uttle aid from the friendly wind to 
spread further devastation, wore beaten down 
and extinguished ; the showering sparks went 
out one after another, until along the smoul­ 
dering mass all was blackness and smoke. 
There is no longer any danger of a renewal of 
the fire. 
As in Chioago, the military have proved of 
great senrioe in Boston m preventing robberies 
and preserving order. Thousands of thieves 
hastened to the city to take advantage of the 
confusion and terror in their peculiar fashion. 
According to all accounts they have been pre­ 
vented from plying a profitable trade. The 
military and civil authorities have wisely 
acted in perfect harmony, and there have 
boon no oross-purposes and no conflicting 
orders to odd to the confusion. Although the 
city has not been under martial law the good 
effects of martial law have been feU, and strict 
military discipline has prevailed in all the ar­ 
rangements. The merchants who have been 
burned out are locating themselves temporarily 
in other parts of the city and proceeding with

policy in Ireland will, in all probability, be 
justified. We have, when commenting on the 
lectures of Mr. Froude, pointed out that his 
theories were based upon arguments of brute 
force, which, os freemen loving justice above 
all things, we could neither accept nor 
applaud. After all the skilfal pleading of 
Mr.

grounds upon which he could justify Eng­ 
lish rule in Ireland except the questionable 
one of the right of the strong to oppress the 
weak. Such an argument, being opposed to 
the fundamental principles of our government, 
can never be accepted by an American audi­ 
ence. On the contrary, the picture of the 
weak battling for freedom and right must ever 
command our sympathy. Father Burke last 
night undertook to overthrow the pretence 
upon which the right of Enrfand to con- 
ouer Jteelaud wa§ fqiwded.

showing that Mr. Froude^ notwithstanding 
his professions of kindly feeling for Ireland, 
was, like most Englishmen, incapable of com­ 
prehending the feelings or aspirations of the 
Irish people.

Father Burke 
asserted that his judgment was warped by 
native prejudice, and in support of this 
theory made some apt quotations from Mr.

There appears to be a good deal of effort iai 
the line of inside party reoonstruction. Gen­ 
eral Gbanzy resigned the Chairmanship of tha 
party of the Left Oentie, and a mmor 
preyaUed in Paris to the effect that tha 
formation of a new politioo-legislatiye combi­ 
nation is very immediately probable.

It has for some time past been the general' 
expectation that on the occasion of tha re­ 
opening of the Assembly some decided 
action would be taken by the goyemment 
or by the majority in the Assembly, which 
would have the effect of foreshadowing with 
some distinctness the immediate future of 
the nation. The opening of the Assembly, 
howoyer, seems to haye been a yery uninter­ 
esting afibir, and quite as uninstructiye as it 
was uninteresting. The Deputies, it is said, 
were present in full force, and oonspiouona 
among the crowd were the Duke d’Anmaleand 
the Prince de Joinville, M. Leon Gamhetia 
and other prominent party leaders and repra- 
sentatiyes. 
President Thiers was lustily 
cheered when he entered. It does not appear, 
howeyer, that anything of a practical oharao- 
ter was done by the assembled Deputies. 
At a preliminary meeting, or, as we should 
call it, “caucus” of the republican Deputies of 
the Left, held on Sunday, an expression of 
sentiment was elicited which more clearly 
reyeals the situation. 
At this meeting it was 
stated that there had been a steady growth of 
republicanism among the French people of all 
the departments, while it was admitted that tho 
prefects and magistrates all oyer the country 
had beomue somewhat alarmingly tinctured 
with anti-republican sentiments.

Girardiu, whose name was mentioned yester­

He 
estimates the number of slaves annually carried 
off from Africa to the Arab and Turkish markets at 
eighty to ninety thonsand. Those unhappy beings, 
who are taken away at ages ranging from 
■even or eight to sixteen years, are brought 
down from the centre of the continent and the 
region of the White Nile to Kassala, and are hurried 
on to the slave market at Metemeh, to be resold for 
shipment to Jeddo, whence they are sent to Turkey 
by land. These eighty or ninety thousand slaves 
are brought up In the Mahomcdan faith, and em­ 
ployed in doing the dirty work of the Mussulmans 
of Turkey and Egypt.

A Clergyman Snpposed To Have B e e n Poisoned 
by His FamUy-Verdiot of the 
Coroner's Jury.

day of October, 1872, from tbe efleota of strychnine 
mixed in a dose of seldlits powders, administered 
by Francis L. Mann, and tbat Mary E. Smith was 
the custodian of the key of a closet in which was 
found a vial of said poisonous drug. 
Mrs. Manu is the daughter and Mrs. Smith, tho 
wife of deceased. Dr. Smith was an Episcopal 
clergyman and President of the Augustine CoUoge 
of this city. The affair has caused great excite­ 
ment, aa all parties held high social position. Mrs. 
Smith and Maun were committed to tho county 
JaU this morning. Applications will be made by 
counsel for their release on a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus.

As was feared by veterinary surgeons, there 
has appeared In thb large stables of the city a sec­ 
ond phase of the horse disease—a relapse, tending 
to dropsy, which in several instances has proved 
fatal. This disease made Its appearance bnt a few 
days since, and It aecms to affect those animals 
that wore compelled to do work In tho flrst stages 
of tho epizooty, and this Is a marked rebuke to 
those who would not give them rest. Inquiries 
were made in relation to the m atter at the Sixth

Fifth avenue stage line yesterday. At the flrst 
named the Supertntendent stated they had six 
cases with one death on Monday. The symptoms 
are a sweUlng of the legs and belly, llie horse 
tbat died was swoUen to an enormous size and his 
limbs were so stiff tbat he could not Ue down. Just 
before expiring he fell over. The treatm ent pur­ 
sued Is rubbing the swollen parts with liniment 
composed of camphor, hartshorn aud sweet oil.

Tbls dropsy seems to have appeared very 
generally in the stables throughout the city, but so 
far it has not assumed formidable proportions.

result In the money market to-day and during the 
week of tho great calamity at Boston must be more 
or less speculative. We are favored this time with 
a precedent in the Chicago pania xchUih teas os 
s/iori Urea aa it was UtofflcaL People have often 
wondered at the great rUm in stocks and tho ease In 
money that jouowea the latter event. The explana­ 
tion lies in the fact that the Chicago flre, by 
destroying two hundred millions of fixed capital, 
made floating capital more abundant as compared 
with the fixed capital of the country. 
Panics In 
money arise from a too great preponderance of 
fixed capital as compared with floating capitel or 
money; so that, with the first effects of fear and 
excitement gone by, the present disaster ought to 
have really the effect of enlarging the volume of 
money, as compared with fixed capital.

admiaistritioa is to fulfil the hopes and exnec- 
tanons of the people who have elected him, 
and to make its mark in living brilliancy on 
the history of the world. The Cuban, natriots, 
from the earliest period of their present strug- 
gle, have adopted universal freedom as their 
slogan. In the declaration of independence, 
Ettde in October, 1868, at the first rising at 
Manzanillo, the then handful of insurgents de- 
clared in favor of tha emancipation of the 
slaves, irith indemnification to the owners, and 
demanded "a religious regard tor the inalien- 
able rights of man as the basis of freedom 
and national greatness." In December, 1868, 
Carlos Manuel Cespedes, then Captain General 
of the Eastern Division for the provisional 
government, issued a proclamation declaring 
~the absolute eiaaacapatioxn)dLtJie.slaves-isxtiiat 
division on behalf of the independent gov- 
ernment, which "having been proclaimed in 
the name of liberty," could have no part with 
human bondage. Shortly afterwards the mil- 
itary authorities of the revolutionary armv 
decreed the abolition of slavery within their 
lines. Early in March, 1869, the Bevoration- 
ary Assembly of Representatives for the Cen- 
tral Department issued a decree absolutely 
abolishing slavery, providing for the future 
indemnification of patriot 
owners, 
and 


leaving the frcedmen at liberty to become sol- 
diers or to remain cultivators of the sofl, as 
they might desire. At a later date, in April, 
1869, the constitution adopted by the Consti- 
tutional Convention, and approved by the 
Cuban Congress at Guimaro, the provisional 
capital of the B«public, confirmed and finally 
estubiisfcrf aboKtiou. and declared in one of 
its articles "All the inhabitants of the'Bepnb- 
licofCaba are absolutely free." That this 
action was not taken on the ground of expe- 
diency alone is sufficiently proved by the 
•voluntary emancipation of their slaves, -with- 
out compensation, by a large number of tha 
most wealthy 
revolutionists. 
One 
after 


another they proved their devotion to the 
cause of -universal liberty by giving freedom 
to those they had themselves held in 
bondage. Only recently the Spanish Minister 
of the Colonies officially announced that "the 
proper^- belonging to Cuban resurgents and 
their sympathizers (including slaves) could 
not, under ae Spanish constitution, be confis- 
cated, bat most be held until the close of the 
war." 
Whereupon H. de Aldmt^ one of the 


leading revolutionists, whose slaves, number- 
ing some three thousand, had been seized, 
has sent in to Sie Spanish Cortes, through the 
abolition societies of Europe, a deed of 
liberation for the whole of these slaves, 
giving 
them 
their 
unconditional 
free- 


dom. 
Thus, both 
by the decrees of 


their 
government 
and 
by their own 


voluntary aots, the straggling Cubans have 
proved their sincerity to the principle of lib- 
ertrforall men of all colors. We have not 
space in the present arficla to show-what we 
tare done towards securing freedom for the 
Cuban slaves through, tha action of flie Span- 
ish government, and how little prospect there 
is of accomplishing such a result by peaceftd 
diplomacy. We shall examine that branch of 
tha sabjoct hereafter, and shall point out tha 
means by -which we may enforce our demands 
njxm Spain sboald itbeoose desirable to do so.

Although disappointed in this, it is probable 
that they may yet find reason to rejoice at the 
success of General Grant in the light of his 
second term of office. 


The caution of the revolutionists probably

and prospects of Agramonte's army; but from 
the picket guard he learned that the horses 
and equipments were in a fair condition, but 
that ammunition was scarce. The food supply 
s ample ; meat, vegetables, and oranges and 
emonsin abundance. They have no coffee, 
lowever, and are compelled to console them- 
selves with hot water, sweetened with honey, 
as a beverage, which they render pal- 
atable by bestowing upon it the name 
of "Cuba libre." ICo doubt they drink 
in it confusion to the Spaniard and long 
ife to the Beptiblic, and make up in enthu- 
siasm what their beverage lacks in strength. 
From these few fee is we can form some idea j 
of the spirit that animates the brave men 
who have been for over four years straggling 
for their freedom and holding out through 
all manners of trials and sufferings against a 
well-organized and thoroughly 
equipped 


army. It is not in success, but in adversity, 
that the fidelity of- men to a cause is the 
most thoroughly tested. The Cubans deserve 
their independence, and a nation resolved to 
be free cannot be held in subjugation. The 
further proceedings of our commissioner will 
be watched with interest by the American 
people.

from Boston, which havo given to the readers 
of tho HBBALD tho earliest and best intelli 
genoo from the scone of the great calamity 
from tho breaking out of tho firo up to the 
present moment, aro continued m our col- 
umns to-day. They contain more interesting 
details of the events of tho fearful hours when 
the conflagration raged in nil its fury, more 
particular accounts of tho losses, and bring 
the story of tho drama down to the hour when 
all fear of further misfortune had happily 
ceased. 
A heavy rain storm set in at eight 


o'clock last evening, following a day of driz- 
zling miat, and the welcome visitor speedily 
quieted the apprehensions of the timid and 
gave reUef to the worn-out watchers of the 
subdued but scarcely 
conquered enemy, 


Tho bright flames which continued to rist 
threateningly from tho ruins, as if only 
awaiting a little aid from tho friendly wind to 
spread farther devastation, wore beaten down 
and extinguished ; the showering sparks wont 
out one after another, until alon£ the smoul- 
dering mass all was blackness and smoke. 
There is no longer any danger of a renewal of 
the fire. 


As in Chicago, the military have proved of 


great service in Boston in preventing robberies 
and preserving order. Thousands of thieves 
hastened to the city to take advantage of tho 
confusion and terror in their peculiar fashion. 
According to all accounts thsy have been pre- 
vented from plying a profitable trade. The

justified. We have, when commenting on the 
lectures of Mr. Froude, pointed out that his 
theories were based upon arguments of brate 
force, which, as freemen loving justice above 
all things, we could neither accept nor 
applaud. After all the skilful pleading of

we felt that he had no 


grounds upon which he could justify Eng- 
lish rule in Ireland except the questionable 
one of the right of the strong to oppress the 
weak. Such an argument, being opposed to 
the fundamental principles of our government, 
can never be accepted by an American audi- 
ence. On the contrary, the picture of the 
weak battling for freedom and right must ever 
command our sympathy. Father Burke last 
night undertook to overthrow, the pretence 
upon which the right of England to con- 
quer Ireland was founded. 
He began by 


showing that Mr. Fronde, notwithstanding 
his professions of kindly feeling for Ireland, 
was, like most Englishmen, incapable of eom- 
prehenSmg the feelings or aspirations of the 
Irish people. While allowing frim to be in- 
fluenced by the best intentions, Father Burke 
asserted that his judgment was waxped by 
native prejudice, and in support of this 
theory made some apt quotations from Mr. 
Froude's woris, which gave strong color to 
the charge of disingenuoasness that was 
levelled against him.

There appears to be a good deal of effort ia 
the line of inside party reconstruction. Gen- 
eral Chftnzy resigned the Chairmanship of th» 
party of the Left Centre, and a rumor, 
prevailed in Paris to tho effect that tho 
formation of a now politico-legislative comlti- 
nation is very immediately probable.

the nation. The opening of the Assembly, 
however, seems to have been a very uninter- 
esting affair, and quite as uninstructive as it 
was uninteresting. The Deputies, it is said, 
were present in full force, and conspicuous 
among the crowd were the Duke d'Aumale and 
:he Prince de Joinville, M. Leon Garnbetta 
md other prominent party leaders and repre- 
sentatives. 
President Thiers was lustily 


iheered when he entered. It does not appear, 
lowever, that anything of a practical charac- 
ter was done by tbe assembled Deputies. 


At a preliminary meeting, or, as we should! 


call it, "caucus" of the republican Deputies o£ 
he Left, held on Sunday, an expression of 
sentiment was elicited which more clearly 
reveals the situation. At this meeting it was 
tated that there had been a steady growth o£ 
epublicanism among the French people of all 
he departments, while it was admitted that the 
>refects and magistrates all over the country 
lad become somewhat alarmingly tinctured 
with anti-republican sentiments. 
It was re- 


solved that the Deputies thus assembled in 
"caucus" should wait upon President Thiera 
and acquaint him with the condition of 
affairs, requesting such official action as will 
bring the people and their representatives in 
the legislative body into closer relationship. 
It was also resolved to oppose by all means ia 
their power, and as strongly as do tha 
monarchists, the adoption of any constitu- 
tional reforms by the present JTational Assem- 
bly. 


There is but one other piece of news which 


gives us any insight into the actual situation. 
The Bight is composed mainly of monarchists, 
with a mixture of conservative republicans. 
M. Grevy, although a man of moderate opin- 
ions, has always been an undisguised republi- 
can in principle. It was natural to suppose 
that the Bight, especially that large section 
which is in favor of the re-establishment of 
the monarchy, should prefer a man more in 
harmony with their vie-ws at the head of tha 
Assembly than is M. Grevy.

Girardin, whose name was mentioned yester- 
day in connection with the Presidency of ths 
Chamber, is not to be confounded -with 
M. Emile de Girardin, the once well-known 
and distinguished editor of the Presse; but it 
is reasonable to conclude that he is not a 
pronounced republican. 


Looking at the whole situation as so pre- 


sented, it seems not unjust to conclude that 
President Thiers feels his movements are fet- 
tered, and that with the Assembly as at present 
constituted he can do nothing but preserve 
the provisional government The outside ques- 
tion which the nation will force upon the gor- 
ermnent is whether the present Assembly 
should not be dissolved and a fresh election 
ordered. If it be ferae that the people are not 
in harmony with their representatives in flw 
legislative body a general election should be 
ordered at once. For our part, we can see no 
solution to the abnormal and unsatisfactory 
state of things now existing in France but the 
immediate dissolution of the Assembly and a 
direct appeal to the people. There is but one 
objection to this. It is that the war indem- 
nity to Germany has not been fully paid, and 
this fact may keep M. Thiers in power with 
the present Assembly.

A MAGMFICENT SCESE. 
Gazing cityward from any of the eminences, as 
the Blind Asylum Hill, Independence square and 
Telegraph Hill, the sight was inexpressibly, mag- 
nificently terrible. The eyes were almost blinded 
by the seething, surging sea of flame, its hungry 
ongoes leaping eagerly upward from their with-

SHOWERS OP JPrp.EBBANBS. 
All South Boston east of H street, and particu- 
arly between I and L streets, was directly in the 
path of the sparks and brands. Flakes "of granzte 
from some of the magnificent buildings destroyed, 
fragments of slate and even whole sheets 
of roofing tin 
-were borne across the car 
bor by the strong currents of heated air 
and smoke and fen thickly upon the housetops 
and pavements. 
There were

escapes from damage by fire in the vicinity of City 
Point. One building near the gas house on K street, 
which was occupied by several families as s

Both these roofs being slated no damage 
was done, though in the former case there was a 
yarrow escape irom the ignition of the woodwork 
of several dormer windows, to ooth cases and 
among nearly all the residents in this vicinity the 
owners and occupants of dwellings sat through the 
night wrapped in rngs or-blanketsupon their roofs, 
with pails of water at hand, or patrolled the streets 
and yards watching the falling missiles and 
promptly extinguishing them as soon as possible. 


FREPARATIOSS FOR THE WORST. 
Women, and, in some cases, children, sat up 
nearly all night -watching the flames and smoke 
upon the sky and dreading lest they might be com- 
pelled to seek safety in flight before the 
dawn. 
Providentially 
these rears were not 
realized, but ail through the long ana rtismal 
night there was little rest or peace of mind in 
this section ol the city. There was sufficient dan- 
ger to apprehend from the lodgment of any fire in 
tins almost wholly wood-bailt section, with no fire- 
men or apparatus available, when even with the 
immense force at work in the vicinity of the great 
conflagration, human efforts were so utterly power-

The assistants 
of the two artists were well known Javorites, and 
during the Thomas and Mason seasons they proved 
themselvesexcellent interpreters ofcnambermnsic; 
but on this occasion they were simply accompa- 
nists. They were Mr. George Matzta, violin; Mr. 
Goffde, viola; Mr. Bergner. violoncello; Mr. Keit- 
zel, flute; Mr. Ohleman. oboe; Mr. Lotze, horn;

A MAGMFICENT SCESE. 
Gazing cityward from any of the eminences, as 
the Blind Asylum Hill, Independence square and 
Telegraph Hill, the sight was inexpressibly, mag- 
nificently terrible. The eyes were almost blinded 
by the seething, surging sea of flame, its hungry 
ongoes leaping eagerly upward from their with-

SHOWERS OP JPrp.EBBANBS. 
All South Boston east of H street, and particu- 
arly between I and L streets, was directly in the 
path of the sparks and brands. Flakes "of granzte 
from some of the magnificent buildings destroyed, 
fragments of slate and even whole sheets 
of roofing tin 
-were borne across the car 
bor by the strong currents of heated air 
and smoke and fen thickly upon the housetops 
and pavements. 
There were 
many 
narrow- 
escapes from damage by fire in the vicinity of City 
Point. One building near the gas house on K street, 
which was occupied by several families as s 
dwelling Tiouse, was fired, but fortunately dis- 
covered in time to be estin^-ui^hed 
Two or 
three firebrands a foot or more in length fell 
upon the roof of a house on Broadway three 
or four doors beyond K street, and one on 
the roof nearest K, where it burned for several 
minutes. Both these roofs being slated no damage 
was done, though in the former case there was a 
yarrow escape irom the ignition of the woodwork 
of several dormer windows, to ooth cases and 
among nearly all the residents in this vicinity the 
owners and occupants of dwellings sat through the 
night wrapped in rngs or-blanketsupon their roofs, 
with pails of water at hand, or patrolled the streets 
and yards watching the falling missiles and 
promptly extinguishing them as soon as possible. 


FREPARATIOSS FOR THE WORST. 
Women, and, in some cases, children, sat up 
nearly all night -watching the flames and smoke 
upon the sky and dreading lest they might be com- 
pelled to seek safety in flight before the 
dawn. 
Providentially 
these rears were not 
realized, but ail through the long ana rtismal 
night there was little rest or peace of mind in 
this section ol the city. There was sufficient dan- 
ger to apprehend from the lodgment of any fire in 
tins almost wholly wood-bailt section, with no fire- 
men or apparatus available, when even with the 
immense force at work in the vicinity of the great 
conflagration, human efforts were so utterly power-

From careluliy prepared statis- 
tics on file in the Auditorjs division of the Custom 
House, It appears that the Btocfc of raw unmanu- 
factured wool in bond and available for immediate 
use is about six million pounds, including grades or 
all kinds. Tns enhanced value of this merchandise 
since the past torty-eight nottrs is no less than from 
ten to twenty per cent. 
Tlie same may be said of leather. Not only have 
Imported skins advanced largely In price, but do- 
mestic stock has gone up in proportion. Importers 
of French calfskins and English leather are ship- 
plug largely to Boston and to those places Hereto- 
fore supplied by that city. 
The very great bult or {roods in onr bonded ware- 
houses will have to be withdrawn now, 1:1 order to 
supply the burned district with new stocfc to con- 
tinue business.

From careluliy prepared statis- 
tics on file in the Auditorjs division of the Custom 
House, It appears that the Btocfc of raw unmanu- 
factured wool in bond and available for immediate 
use is about six million pounds, including grades or 
all kinds. Tns enhanced value of this merchandise 
since the past torty-eight nottrs is no less than from 
ten to twenty per cent. 
Tlie same may be said of leather. Not only have 
Imported skins advanced largely In price, but do- 
mestic stock has gone up in proportion. Importers 
of French calfskins and English leather are ship- 
plug largely to Boston and to those places Hereto- 
fore supplied by that city. 
The very great bult or {roods in onr bonded ware- 
houses will have to be withdrawn now, 1:1 order to 
supply the burned district with new stocfc to con- 
tinue business.

At an immonBO sacrifioo of blood 
and troasuro, ondangoring at one timo the lifo 
of the Union, the American people wiped out 
the blot of Blfivcry from their constitution for- 
ever. Tho hideous form of the wrong is no 
longer soon at oar own firesides, but while it 
oxrts in Cuba it still hangs about our gates 
to our scanclal and aversion. We feel that 
in a moral point of view our duty ia not ful- 
filled ami tho cost of our terrible war is not 
requited, so long as the fetters of the slave aro 
worn by human beings on an island lying 
in our own waters and within reach of our 
hands Tho exploded cant of non-interforonce 
with the affairs of other nations does not 
excuse us for suffering a continuance of the 
reproach. Slavery in Cuba means slavery in 
its most aggravated and repulsive aspect. It 
means all the horrors of the Bed Eiver 
and the Florida swamps extended over the 
whole island. 
The census of 18G2 shows 


that the population of Cuba comprised 
seven hundred and sixty-four thousand whites 
and five hundred and ninety-four thousand 
blacks, of whom nearly four hundred thou- 
sand were slaves. 
With a colored population 


numbering nearly one-half—over three-sev- 
enths—of tha inhabitants of the whole island, 
and with two-thirds of these held in bondage, 
it can readily be understood that terrorism 
and brutality must be depended upon to sup- 
ply the place of physical superiority in enforc- 
ing obedience to the master. The whipping-

There are two methods by which the Ameri- 


can government can be instrumental in secur- 
ing thf abolition of slavery in Cuba: the one 
by aiding the people of the island to secure 
the indepealence for which they have so long 
bean battling single-handed; the other by 


and hence j compelling the emancipation of the slaves by 


the Spanish government The first we believe 
to be the oroe mission of General Groat if his 
admiaistritioa is to fulfil the hopes and exnec- 
tanons of the people who have elected him, 
and to make its mark in living brilliancy on 
the history of the world. The Cuban, natriots, 
from the earliest period of their present strug- 
gle, have adopted universal freedom as their 
slogan. In the declaration of independence, 
Ettde in October, 1868, at the first rising at 
Manzanillo, the then handful of insurgents de- 
clared in favor of tha emancipation of the 
slaves, irith indemnification to the owners, and 
demanded "a religious regard tor the inalien- 
able rights of man as the basis of freedom 
and national greatness." In December, 1868, 
Carlos Manuel Cespedes, then Captain General 
of the Eastern Division for the provisional 
government, issued a proclamation declaring 
~the absolute eiaaacapatioxn)dLtJie.slaves-isxtiiat 
division on behalf of the independent gov- 
ernment, which "having been proclaimed in 
the name of liberty," could have no part with 
human bondage. Shortly afterwards the mil- 
itary authorities of the revolutionary armv 
decreed the abolition of slavery within their 
lines. Early in March, 1869, the Bevoration- 
ary Assembly of Representatives for the Cen- 
tral Department issued a decree absolutely 
abolishing slavery, providing for the future 
indemnification of patriot 
owners, 
and 


leaving the frcedmen at liberty to become sol- 
diers or to remain cultivators of the sofl, as 
they might desire. At a later date, in April, 
1869, the constitution adopted by the Consti- 
tutional Convention, and approved by the 
Cuban Congress at Guimaro, the provisional 
capital of the B«public, confirmed and finally 
estubiisfcrf aboKtiou. and declared in one of 
its articles "All the inhabitants of the'Bepnb- 
licofCaba are absolutely free." That this 
action was not taken on the ground of expe- 
diency alone is sufficiently proved by the 
•voluntary emancipation of their slaves, -with- 
out compensation, by a large number of tha 
most wealthy 
revolutionists. 
One 
after 


another they proved their devotion to the 
cause of -universal liberty by giving freedom 
to those they had themselves held in 
bondage. Only recently the Spanish Minister 
of the Colonies officially announced that "the 
proper^- belonging to Cuban resurgents and 
their sympathizers (including slaves) could 
not, under ae Spanish constitution, be confis- 
cated, bat most be held until the close of the 
war." 
Whereupon H. de Aldmt^ one of the 


leading revolutionists, whose slaves, number- 
ing some three thousand, had been seized, 
has sent in to Sie Spanish Cortes, through the 
abolition societies of Europe, a deed of 
liberation for the whole of these slaves, 
giving 
them 
their 
unconditional 
free- 


dom. 
Thus, both 
by the decrees of 


their 
government 
and 
by their own 


voluntary aots, the straggling Cubans have 
proved their sincerity to the principle of lib- 
ertrforall men of all colors. We have not 
space in the present arficla to show-what we 
tare done towards securing freedom for the 
Cuban slaves through, tha action of flie Span- 
ish government, and how little prospect there 
is of accomplishing such a result by peaceftd 
diplomacy. We shall examine that branch of 
tha sabjoct hereafter, and shall point out tha 
means by -which we may enforce our demands 
njxm Spain sboald itbeoose desirable to do so.

headquarters he met 


picket guard of eight white men 
and 


about 
one 
hundred 
negroes. 
The 


former were dressed only in pantaloons 
and the latter were for the most part inde- 
pendent of even that article of clothing; but 
whether for comfort or from necessity does 
not appear. 
At the headquarters our com- 


missioner was received with some evidences of 
suspicion, the explanation for which is said to 
be that the revolutionists did not like the 
prospect of General Grant's re-eleotion. They 
evidently regard tha action of the administra- 
tion up to the present time as unfriendly to 
their cause, and were looking to advantages 
from a change in the federal authorities. 
Although disappointed in this, it is probable 
that they may yet find reason to rejoice at the 
success of General Grant in the light of his 
second term of office. 


The caution of the revolutionists probably

the Afflicted City 


Tho full, graphic and reliable despatches 


from Boston, which havo given to the readers 
of tho HBBALD tho earliest and best intelli 
genoo from the scone of the great calamity 
from tho breaking out of tho firo up to the 
present moment, aro continued m our col- 
umns to-day. They contain more interesting 
details of the events of tho fearful hours when 
the conflagration raged in nil its fury, more 
particular accounts of tho losses, and bring 
the story of tho drama down to the hour when 
all fear of further misfortune had happily 
ceased. 
A heavy rain storm set in at eight 


o'clock last evening, following a day of driz- 
zling miat, and the welcome visitor speedily 
quieted the apprehensions of the timid and 
gave reUef to the worn-out watchers of the 
subdued but scarcely 
conquered enemy, 


Tho bright flames which continued to rist 
threateningly from tho ruins, as if only 
awaiting a little aid from tho friendly wind to 
spread farther devastation, wore beaten down 
and extinguished ; the showering sparks wont 
out one after another, until alon£ the smoul- 
dering mass all was blackness and smoke. 
There is no longer any danger of a renewal of 
the fire. 


As in Chicago, the military have proved of 


great service in Boston in preventing robberies 
and preserving order. Thousands of thieves 
hastened to the city to take advantage of tho 
confusion and terror in their peculiar fashion. 
According to all accounts thsy have been pre- 
vented from plying a profitable trade. The 
militaiy and civil authorities havo wisely 
acted in perfect harmony, and there have 
>een no eros^-purposes and no conflicting 
orders to add to the confusion. Although the 
city has not been under martial law the good

There appears to be a good deal of effort ia 
the line of inside party reconstruction. Gen- 
eral Chftnzy resigned the Chairmanship of th» 
party of the Left Centre, and a rumor, 
prevailed in Paris to tho effect that tho 
formation of a now politico-legislative comlti- 
nation is very immediately probable.

It has for some time past been the general 


expectation that on the occasion of the re- 
opening of the Assembly some decided 
action wonld be taken by the government 
or by the majority in the Assembly, whioU 
wonld have the effect of foreshadowing with 
some distinctness the immediate future of 
the nation. The opening of the Assembly, 
however, seems to have been a very uninter- 
esting affair, and quite as uninstructive as it 
was uninteresting. The Deputies, it is said, 
were present in full force, and conspicuous 
among the crowd were the Duke d'Aumale and 
:he Prince de Joinville, M. Leon Garnbetta 
md other prominent party leaders and repre- 
sentatives. 
President Thiers was lustily 


iheered when he entered. It does not appear, 
lowever, that anything of a practical charac- 
ter was done by tbe assembled Deputies. 


At a preliminary meeting, or, as we should! 


call it, "caucus" of the republican Deputies o£ 
he Left, held on Sunday, an expression of 
sentiment was elicited which more clearly 
reveals the situation. At this meeting it was 
tated that there had been a steady growth o£ 
epublicanism among the French people of all 
he departments, while it was admitted that the 
>refects and magistrates all over the country 
lad become somewhat alarmingly tinctured 
with anti-republican sentiments. 
It was re- 


solved that the Deputies thus assembled in 
"caucus" should wait upon President Thiera 
and acquaint him with the condition of 
affairs, requesting such official action as will 
bring the people and their representatives in 
the legislative body into closer relationship. 
It was also resolved to oppose by all means ia 
their power, and as strongly as do tha 
monarchists, the adoption of any constitu- 
tional reforms by the present JTational Assem- 
bly. 


There is but one other piece of news which 


gives us any insight into the actual situation. 
The Bight is composed mainly of monarchists, 
with a mixture of conservative republicans. 
M. Grevy, although a man of moderate opin- 
ions, has always been an undisguised republi- 
can in principle. It was natural to suppose 
that the Bight, especially that large section 
which is in favor of the re-establishment of 
the monarchy, should prefer a man more in 
harmony with their vie-ws at the head of tha 
Assembly than is M. Grevy.

Girardin, whose name was mentioned yester- 
day in connection with the Presidency of ths 
Chamber, is not to be confounded -with 
M. Emile de Girardin, the once well-known 
and distinguished editor of the Presse; but it 
is reasonable to conclude that he is not a 
pronounced republican. 


Looking at the whole situation as so pre- 


sented, it seems not unjust to conclude that 
President Thiers feels his movements are fet- 
tered, and that with the Assembly as at present 
constituted he can do nothing but preserve 
the provisional government The outside ques- 
tion which the nation will force upon the gor- 
ermnent is whether the present Assembly 
should not be dissolved and a fresh election 
ordered. If it be ferae that the people are not 
in harmony with their representatives in flw 
legislative body a general election should be 
ordered at once. For our part, we can see no 
solution to the abnormal and unsatisfactory 
state of things now existing in France but the 
immediate dissolution of the Assembly and a 
direct appeal to the people. There is but one 
objection to this. It is that the war indem- 
nity to Germany has not been fully paid, and 
this fact may keep M. Thiers in power with 
the present Assembly.
